THE  SCHOOL 


Clarke  School,  a  privately  endowed  residential  school  for  deaf 
children,  is  located  in  the  city  of  Northampton  which  is  approximately 
one  hundred  miles  west  of  Boston  and  one  hundred  fifty  miles  north¬ 
east  of  New  York.  Its  twenty  acre  campus  occupies  the  highest  part 
of  Round  Hill  overlooking  the  city  and  lies  adjacent  to  the  Smith  Col¬ 
lege  campus.  Physical  facilities  include  seventeen  buildings,  five  of 
which  are  dormitories  each  with  its  own  dining  room  and  accommo¬ 
dating  a  family  of  boys  and  girls,  teachers,  supervisors  (housemothers), 
matron,  and  service  personnel.  At  present  120  adults,  all  with  normal 
hearing,  are  employed  by  the  school  to  provide  and  service  an  edu¬ 
cational  program  for  170  deaf  children.  Teachers  are  required  to  live 
in  and  take  their  meals  with  the  children.  The  children  range  in  age 
from  four  and  a  half  to  sixteen  years. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  school  to  provide  an  educational  program 
for  boys  and  girls,  who,  because  of  profound  or  partial  deafness,  are 
unable  to  profit  by  the  instruction  given  in  schools  for  hearing  children. 
The  course  of  instruction  is  intended  to  fit  graduates  for  further  study 
in  schools  with  hearing  boys  and  girls,  usually  at  the  high  school  level. 
Whether  such  study  is  pursued  in  the  classical,  technical,  vocational, 
trade,  business  school,  or  private  preparatory  school,  is  influenced  by  a 
number  of  factors  including  interests,  aptitudes,  and  academic  achieve¬ 
ment.  An  active  guidance  program  assists  pupils  and  parents  in  arriving 
at  the  ultimate  decision. 

The  average  class  requires  approximately  twelve  years  to  complete 
the  full  course  of  instruction.  The  maximum  number  of  children  in  a 
class  is  eight.  Each  classroom  is  sound  treated  and  equipped  with  a 
modern  compression  type  group  hearing  aid. 

Since  its  establishment  Clarke  School  has  employed  the  Oral 
Method  of  instruction  exclusively. 

Pupils  are  grouped  by  achievement  and  age  into  three  distinct  de¬ 
partments:  Lower  School,  Middle  School,  and  Upper  School.  Each 
school  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  Supervising  Teacher  who  is  respon-

sible  for  the  educational  program  and  the  extra-curricular  activities  of 
pupils  in  that  department.  Lower  School  children  live  in  three  dormi¬ 
tories;  beginners  in  either  Yale  House  or  Leonard  House  for  the  first 
two  years  and  all  pupils  in  Magna  House  for  the  next  three  years. 
Middle  School  children  live  in  Gawith  Hall,  and  Upper  School  lives  in 
Rogers  Hall. 

All  classrooms,  research  laboratories,  and  administrative  offices  are 
in  Hubbard  Hall.  The  academic  school  day  runs  from  8:30  A.M.  until 
3  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday,  with  physical  education,  home  eco¬ 
nomics,  shop,  printing,  and  free  play  coming  after  school  hours  and 
on  Saturday. 

The  school  considers  Sunday  School  work  to  be  part  of  its  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  all  children  are  expected  to  attend,  beginning  with  the 
third  year  in  school  and  continuing  through  to  graduation. 

Fees 

From  the  establishment  of  the  school,  pupils  who  are  legal  resi¬ 
dents  of  Massachusetts  have  been  admitted  at  the  expense  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  charge  for  room,  board,  and  tuition  for  pupils  whose  parents  ,, 
are  not  residents  of  Massachusetts  is  twenty-£ve  Tiundred  dollars  per 
school  year.  Payments  are  required  in  advance  in  September  and  Febru¬ 
ary.  Quarterly  or  monthly  payments  may  be  arranged  by  conference 
with  the  Bursar.  There  is  a  laundry  charge  of  $30  per  semester. 

Clarke  School  attempts  to  operate  with  a  balanced  budget  and  not 
at  a  profit.  It  costs  the  school  about  eight  hundred  dollars  more  per 
year  to  educate  each  pupil  than  is  received  for  room,  board,  and  tuition. 
The  difference  is  made  up  from  income  from  invested  endowment 
funds. 

To  avoid  endless  correspondence  regarding  miscellaneous  needs  of 
the  children  such  as  hearing  aid  batteries,  haircuts,  special  medicines, 
shoe  repairs,  etc.,  the  parents  of  each  pupil  are  requested  to  maintain  a 
twenty-five  dollar  deposit  with  the  Business  Office  as  an  Incidental  Ex¬ 
pense  Account.  An  itemized  account  of  this  expense  account  is  ren¬ 
dered  quarterly,  at  which  times  parents  are  expected  to  bring  the  balance 
back  to  twenty-five  dollars. 

All  checks  for  room,  board,  tuition,  and  incidentals  should  be  made 
out  to  The  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf.

Applications  for  Admission 

Applications  and  requests  for  information  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Principal. 

Children  are  admitted  at  about  the  age  of  four  and  a  half  as  of 
September  fifteenth.  Transfer  pupils  are  accepted  if  there  is  a  vacancy 
in  a  class  into  which  the  transfer  pupil  will  fit  educationally.  Parents 
who  wish  to  have  their  child  considered  for  admission  should  write  and 
suggest  a  convenient  school  day  when  the  child  can  be  brought  to  the 
school  for  an  appointment  with  the  supervising  teacher  of  the  appropri¬ 
ate  division  of  the  school  and  the  principal.  No  charge  is  made  for 
such  an  appointment.  Parents  should  bring  all  medical  and  educational 
data  available. 

Since  pupils  who  will  make  up  beginning  classes  in  September 
are  accepted  about  May  first  each  year,  appointments  for  children  and 
applications  for  admission  should  be  arranged  before  May  first. 

Historical  Notes 

In  June,  1866,  Miss  Harriet  B.  Rogers  of  North  Billerica,  with 
the  assistance  of  Gardiner  Greene  Hubbard,  started  a  small  private 
oral  school  for  deaf  children  at  Chelmsford,  Massachusetts.  John 
Clarke,  a  Northampton  merchant,  offered  to  endow  a  school  for  the 
deaf  with  $50,000  if  the  school  were  to  locate  in  Northampton.  Clarke 
School  was  chartered  June  1,  1867,  by  an  act  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court,  and  the  school  doors  were  opened  on  Gothic  Street 
October  1,  1867,  with  twenty  pupils.  Miss  Rogers  was  the  first  Prin¬ 
cipal  and  her  Chelmsford  pupils  transferred  with  her  to  Northampton. 

In  1870,  after  the  John  Clarke  endowment  had  been  increased  to 
$300,000,  Clarke  School  purchased  eleven  acres  of  land  on  historic 
Round  Hill  and  moved  to  its  new  campus. 

Rogers  Hall,  the  oldest  building  on  Round  Hill,  was  built  in  1806 
by  Thomas  Shepherd.  From  1823  until  1834  it  housed  the  famous 
Round  Hill  School  for  boys  headed  by  George  Bancroft  and  Joseph 
Cogswell.  In  it  Bancroft  wrote  his  history  of  the  United  States.  In 
1845  he  became  Secretary  of  the  Navy  under  President  Polk.  He 
planned  and  established  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis  which  was 
opened  October  19,  1845.  Bancroft  Hall  there  is  named  for  him. 
Cogswell  was  an  early  tutor  of  Julia  Ward  Howe.  Lafayette  visited 
the  school  in  1825.

In  1848  Rogers  Hall  and  Dudley  Hall  became  part  of  the  "Round 
Hill  Water  Cure  Retreat.”  Jenny  Lind,  after  her  marriage  to  Otto 
Goldschmidt  in  18s) 2,  spent  three  months  at  this  hotel.  It  was  during 
this  time  that  she  described  the  view  of  the  valley  as  the  "Paradise  of 
America." 

In  1871  Alexander  Graham  Bell,  descendant  of  a  line  of  Scotch 
phoneticians,  taught  the  Clarke  School  faculty  his  father’s  system  of 
Visible  Speech.  He  later  married  Gardiner  Greene  Hubbard’s  daughter, 
Mabel,  who  had  been  deafened  at  four  years  of  age.  Hubbard  and 
Bell  started  the  National  Geographic  Society.  Hubbard  Hall,  the  cen¬ 
tral  classroom  building,  was  erected  from  funds  bequeathed  to  the  school 
by  Mrs.  Hubbard  for  that  purpose.  It  contains  the  Gertrude  M.  Hub¬ 
bard  Chapel  which  was  given  in  her  memory  by  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Bell. 

The  Gilmore  Gymnasium,  erected  in  1899,  and  its  furnishings  were 
the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  W.  Gilmore  of  North  Easton,  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Miss  Grace  Goodhue  trained  and  then  taught  at  Clarke  School 
from  1902  to  1905.  While  living  at  Gawith  Hall  she  met  a  young 
Vermont  lawyer  who  had  graduated  from  Amherst  College  and  was 
practicing  in  Northampton,  Calvin  Coolidge.  They  were  married  in 
October  1905.  Her  active  interest  in  the  school  continued  throughout 
her  life.  She  served  as  President  of  the  Board  for  seventeen  years,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  until  her  death  in  1957. 

Hubbard  Hall,  central  classroom  building,  was  opened  in  1912 
and  enlarged  in  1929-  Mr.  A.  Lincoln  Fechheimer  ’99  was  the  archi¬ 
tect.  He  also  designed  the  Coolidge  and  Skinner  buildings  in  1932. 

In  1943  Parsons  House,  the  residence  of  the  Principal,  was  be¬ 
queathed  to  the  school  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Arthur  Curtiss  James,  a 
native  of  Northampton. 

Yale  House  was  dedicated  in  June  1951,  and  Leonard  House  in 
June  1954. 

In  the  spring  of  1958  the  Bursar’s  residence  located  at  83  Bancroft 
Road  was  purchased.  It  was  occupied  in  August  1958. 

In  June  1958,  Magna  House  was  dedicated.  It  opened  as  a  dormi¬ 
tory  for  Lower  School  children  in  September  1958,  replacing  Dudley 
Hall. 

McAlister  Infirmary,  accommodating  22  beds  and  living  quarters 
for  three  nurses,  was  dedicated  in  June  I960.

REPORT  OF  THE  CORPORATION 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts: 

The  Clarke  School  year  I960- 1961  closed  June  15th  with  the 
graduation  of  fourteen  pupils  who  have  now,  as  usual,  entered  second¬ 
ary  schools  with  hearing  children.  For  the  current  year  there  are  173 
pupils  enrolled. 

In  the  Teacher  Education  Department,  seventeen  young  men  and 
women  completed  the  work  of  the  past  year;  for  the  current  year  there 
are  seventeen  students  enrolled. 

Before  Congress  adjourned  in  October  1961,  both  houses  passed, 
and  the  President  signed  into  law,  a  bill  providing  a  two  year  program 
of  scholarships  and  grants-in-aid  which  should  assist  in  recruiting  and 
training  teachers  of  the  deaf,  a  long  sought  and  vital  step. 

In  December  of  I960,  the  school  and  the  community  suffered  a 
grievous  loss  in  the  death  of  Walter  L.  Stevens,  Esq.,  the  senior  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Clarke  School  Board  of  Corporators,  an  unusually  helpful 
citizen  whose  wide  legal  knowledge  and  high  abilities  were  ever  at  the 
service  of  the  school. 

April  1961  brought  to  a  close  the  distinguished  life  of  Dr.  Frank 
H.  Reiter,  principal  of  Clarke  School,  1936-1950,  and  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Board  of  Corporators.  In  March  1961,  the  Board  was 
strengthened  by  the  election  to  it  of  Mrs.  Thomas  McConnell,  who  had 
earlier  accepted  the  chairmanship  of  the  Centennial  Development  Pro¬ 
gram,  and  Winthrop  S.  Dakin,  Esq.,  a  public  spirited  citizen  of  Am¬ 
herst  and  a  longtime  friend  of  the  school. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  school  will  be  found  in 
Dr.  Pratt’s  report  which  follows,  together  with  reports  of  the  Guidance 
Program,  Research  Department,  and  the  Centennial  Development  Com¬ 
mittee.  A  brief  financial  statement  is,  for  the  first  time,  included.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation : 

This  report  covers  school  activities  for  the  period  October  18, 
I960,  to  October  17,  1961,  and  is  intended  to  summarize  developments 
between  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Corporators. 

Professional 

In  November  I960,  one  of  our  sponsors  was  elected  President  of 
the  United  States.  Our  whole  profession  stands  united  in  expressing 
gratitude  to  President  Kennedy  for  his  signing,  on  September  22,  1961, 
Public  Law  87-276  which  provides  a  two  year  program  of  scholarships 
and  grants-in-aid  to  training  centers  and  which  will  assist  us  in  attract¬ 
ing  more  classroom  teachers  of  the  deaf.  This  fulfills  the  spirit  of  Mrs. 
Magna’s  keynote  address  to  the  Conference  of  Executives  here  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1958.  We  are  especially  indebted  to  Senator  Lister  Hill  for  his 
unwavering  and  effective  championship  of  our  cause. 

The  Council  on  Education  of  the  Deaf  (CED)  was  formally 
organized  in  Washington  on  October  25,  I960.  Dr.  S.  Richard  Silver- 
man  was  installed  as  the  first  president.  It  was  agreed  that  one  of 
the  first  major  responsibilities  of  CED  would  be  that  of  sponsoring  an 
International  Congress  on  Education  of  the  Deaf  to  be  held  in  Wash¬ 
ington  in  June  1963.  I  agreed  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  CED  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Legislation. 

In  January,  Mrs.  Jones,  Miss  Numbers,  Dr.  Breunig,  and  I  attended 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alexander 
Graham  Bell  Association  for  the  Deaf.  I  was  re-elected  president  for 
the  ensuing  year.  In  February,  I  attended  a  successful  regional  meeting 
of  the  Association  held  at  the  John  Tracy  Clinic  in  Los  Angeles,  Cali¬ 
fornia. 

During  the  year,  Cabinet  discussions  resolved  details  of  the  re¬ 
vision  of  our  Teacher  Education  Program  courses  to  bring  them  in  line 
with  the  titles  and  course  descriptions  which  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  teacher  certification  purposes.  A 
new  brochure  was  designed  and  published  September  1,  1961.  We 
wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  National  Geographic  Society, 
Miss  Magner,  and  the  parents  of  one  of  our  students  for  granting  per¬ 
mission  to  use  the  cover  illustration.

In  November,  a  number  of  our  staff  members  attended  an  open 
house  at  the  newly  opened  Speech  and  Hearing  Center  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Massachusetts.  This  facility  should  meet  a  number  of  needs  in 
our  area  of  interest,  and  we  have  extended  our  fullest  cooperation. 

Our  profession  was  greatly  encouraged  to  have  Howard  A.  Rusk, 
M.D.,  and  his  associate,  Mr.  Eugene  J.  Taylor,  deem  our  field  of  special 
education  sufficiently  important  to  devote  two  of  his  articles  on  August 
13th  and  20th,  1961,  in  the  New  York  Sunday  Times  to  the  problems 
involved  in  loss  of  hearing.  The  articles  were  well  received  and  were 
reprinted  in  the  Congressional  Record. 

Participation  in  professional  activities  by  members  of  the  staff  in¬ 
cluded:  Miss  Magner  at  Baltimore  and  Mr.  Blish  at  Detroit  in  meetings 
of  the  Council  for  Exceptional  Children;  Miss  Numbers  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Speech  Association  of  the  Eastern  States  at  New  York;  several 
of  us  at  an  Institute  for  Hearing  Handicapped  at  Brandeis  University; 
I  attended  an  Institute  on  the  Rehabilitation  of  the  Deaf  and  Hard  of 
Hearing  at  Smuggler’s  Notch,  Vermont,  and  gave  the  commencement 
address  at  the  Austine  School  for  the  Deaf.  In  connection  with  the 
work  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Teacher  Training  and  Certifi¬ 
cation,  I  was  asked  to  evaluate  the  training  programs  at:  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity  —  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind;  Boston  University  —  Boston 
School  for  the  Deaf ;  and  Plymouth  State  College  —  Crotched  Mountain 
School  for  the  Deaf. 

During  the  year  I  agreed  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Cooley  Dickinson  Hospital  and  its  School  of  Nursing  Advisory 
Committee,  and  as  Campaign  Chairman  for  the  1962  Northampton 
Community  Chest  drive. 

Pupils 

In  June,  fourteen  pupils  were  graduated.  Mr.  Blish’s  report  gives 
details  regarding  the  plans  of  each  after  leaving  Clarke. 

One  hundred  seventy-three  pupils  are  enrolled  for  the  current  year; 
seventy-eight  in  the  Lower  School,  fifty-two  in  the  Middle  School,  and 
forty-three  in  the  Upper  School.  There  are  eighty-four  girls  and 
eighty-nine  boys.  One  hundred  thirty-three  of  these  are  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  two  of  whom  are  day  pupils.

GUIDANCE 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation: 

This  report  covers  the  school  year,  I960  to  1961.  For  the  in¬ 
formation  of  those  individuals  recently  interested  in  the  work  of  Clarke 
School,  a  summary  of  the  guidance  program  is  offered  as  an  intro¬ 
duction  to  this  report. 

Guidance  in  the  form  of  parent  and  student  counseling  is  offered 
to  all  students  of  the  school.  The  specific  purpose  of  the  guidance 
program,  however,  is  to  assist  students  in  choosing  the  proper  school 
or  job  area  upon  leaving  Clarke  School.  Some  parents  and  students 
approach  this  problem  several  years  before  graduation,  but  the  major 
part  of  the  work  is  done  during  the  student’s  final  year. 

Early  in  the  senior  year,  usually  during  October,  students  are  given 
the  Differential  Aptitude  Tests,  a  series  of  tests  which  determine  their 
aptitudes  in  verbal,  numerical,  abstract  and  mechanical  reasoning,  com¬ 
prehension  of  space  relations  and  language  principles,  and  clerical  speed 
and  accuracy.  These  tests  are  followed  by  achievement  tests,  given 
annually  to  all  students,  which  give  an  indication  of  the  grade  level 
at  which  the  student  is  working.  Other  tests  of  manual  dexterity  are 
given  in  cases  where  it  seems  desirable  to  learn  more  of  such  abilities. 

After  the  testing  is  completed,  each  student  participates  in  an  inter¬ 
view  with  the  guidance  counselor  and  a  representative  from  the  Vo¬ 
cational  Rehabilitation  Commission,  which  assumes  responsibility  for 
vocational  and  educational  placement  and  training  after  the  student 
leaves  our  school.  At  this  interview,  the  test  results,  the  student’s 
classroom  record,  and  his  degree  of  success  in  the  various  pre-vocational 
classes  are  considered,  and  tentative  recommendations  are  formulated. 

These  recommendations  and  suggestions  are  presented  to  the  par¬ 
ents  during  a  conference  with  the  guidance  counselor.  At  this  time, 
specific  recommendations  are  made  that  the  student  plan  to  attend  pre¬ 
paratory  school,  high  school,  vocational  school,  a  special  school,  such  as 
business  school,  or  enter  an  on-the-job  training  program.  The  rest  of 
the  year  is  spent  in  contacting  schools,  arranging  for  interviews  for  the 
students  at  such  schools,  or  making  plans  with  the  Vocational  Rehabili¬ 
tation  Commission  for  special  training.  Trips  are  arranged  to  give  the 
students  a  first-hand  knowledge  of  kinds  of  work  done  in  business  and 
industrial  concerns.

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The  interest  of  the  school  does  not  cease  with  the  graduation  and 
placement  of  students.  During  this  past  year  several  visits  to  schools 
were  made  to  assist  in  the  adjustment  of  former  students  to  their  new 
classroom  situations,  which  are  quite  different  from  the  small  classes 
and  individual  attention  to  which  they  had  become  accustomed  at 
Clarke  School.  Graduates  may  count  on  such  assistance  any  time  that 
it  is  needed.

During  this  past  year,  the  Massachusetts  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Commission  started  two  projects  which  should  be  of  considerable  bene¬ 
fit  to  some  of  our  students  in  the  future.  The  first  project  was  the 
setting  up  of  a  training  program  for  handicapped  girls  in  nursing  home 
work.  The  steady  growth  in  the  need  for  more  nursing  homes  for  the 
care  of  the  aged  has  increased  the  demand  for  trained  help  in  such 
homes.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  Bryant  Nursing  Home  in  Green¬ 
field,  Massachusetts,  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Commission  has 
arranged  a  succession  of  three  month  courses  for  groups  of  five  or  six 
girls.  The  course  includes  training  in  all  phases  of  nursing  home  work. 
Local  agencies,  such  as  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Fire  Department, 
are  assisting  by  including  instruction  in  phases  of  the  work  having  to 
do  with  their  departments.

TEACHER  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  Clarke  School  offers  a  course  of  a  year’s  duration  to  prepare 
teachers  for  the  deaf,  using  the  oral  method.  The  work  is  presented  by 
the  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  the  research  staff,  and  the  director. 
The  course  includes  thirty-one  semester  hours  of  work  consisting  of 
lectures,  assigned  reading,  daily  observations  of  classroom  work  and 
teaching  under  direction. 

The  Teacher  Education  program  was  instituted  by  Caroline  A. 
Yale  in  1889,  primarily  to  prepare  teachers  for  Clarke  School.  In  1892, 
at  the  request  of  the  American  Association  to  Promote  the  Teaching  of 
Speech  to  the  Deaf,  now  known  as  the  Alexander  Graham  Bell  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  Deaf,  Inc.,  the  Clarke  School  expanded  its  facilities  to 
include  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  schools  for  the  deaf  at  large. 
As  a  result  over  six  hundred  teachers  have  been  prepared  for  schools 
in  our  country  and  in  foreign  countries. 

Applicants  for  admission  should  be  graduates  of  a  four-year  course 
from  an  accredited  college  or  university,  or  the  equivalent,  and  have 
normal  hearing. 

In  addition  to  the  one-year  course  offered  in  the  Teacher-Education 
Department  of  Clarke  School,  Smith  College  and  Clarke  School  offer 
jointly  a  two-year  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Education 
from  Smith  College,  in  the  field  of  concentration  in  the  teaching  of  the 
deaf.  Detailed  information  concerning  the  two-year  program  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Director  of  Graduate  Studies  of  the  Department  of 
Education  and  Child  Study,  Smith  College,  Northampton,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  or  from  the  Principal,  Clarke  School. 

The  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst,  Massachusetts,  and 
Clarke  School  also  offer  jointly  a  two  year  program  leading  to  the  Master 
of  Science  Degree  conferred  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Stu¬ 
dents  admitted  to  this  program  may  select  a  major  either  in  Education 
or  Psychology  at  the  University.  Detailed  information  may  be  obtained 
from  Dean  Albert  W.  Purvis,  Department  of  Education,  or  Dr.  Claude 
C.  Neet,  Head,  Department  of  Psychology,  University  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  Amherst,  Massachusetts. 

The  two-year  program  calls  for  the  completion  of  the  one-year 
course  at  Clarke  School  in  addition  to  taking  graduate  courses  at  Smith 
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College  in  the  Department  of  Education  and  Child  Study  or  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Massachusetts  either  in  the  Department  of  Education  or  the 
Department  of  Psychology.  During  the  second  year  students  teach  part 
time  at  Clarke  School  under  direction  and  guidance,  for  which  they 
receive  compensation  from  the  school,  with  room  and  board  furnished. 

Students  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  a  two-year  program  must 
have  the  prerequisites  for  graduate  status  at  either  Smith  College  or  the 
University  of  Massachusetts. 

Clarke  School  and  Syracuse  University  have  undertaken  an  experi¬ 
mental  plan  for  training  teachers  of  the  deaf.  Syracuse  undergraduates 
majoring  in  the  education  of  the  deaf  begin  their  specialized  work  in 
their  sophomore  year.  At  the  end  of  the  junior  year  they  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  requirements  for  a  teacher’s  certificate  to  teach  hearing  chil¬ 
dren.  The  senior  year  is  spent  at  Clarke  School  getting  the  necessary 
specialized  training  to  teach  deaf  children.  Students  earn  their  Bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  from  Syracuse  University  upon  completing  the  one-year 
Teacher  Education  course  at  Clarke. 

Diplomas  awarded  upon  completion  of  either  the  one-year  or  the 
two-year  program  bear  the  endorsement  of  The  Clarke  School  and  The 
Alexander  Graham  Bell  Association  for  the  Deaf. 

Each  student  admitted  is  awarded  a  twelve  hundred  dollar  tuition 
scholarship.  The  charge  for  board  and  room  is  six  hundred  dollars.  A 
registration  fee  of  fifty  dollars  is  required  on  acceptance,  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  upon  reporting  in  September,  and  the  remaining  three 
hundred  dollars  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  in  February. 
The  above  charge  does  not  cover  the  expense  of  books  or  personal 
laundry.  Students  occupy  rooms  on  the  school  campus,  taking  their 
meals  with  the  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  school  dining  rooms.  The 
school  furnishes  the  furniture,  including  a  study  lamp,  plus  the  neces¬ 
sary  bed  linens  and  blankets  for  each  student’s  room.  Other  items  of 
furnishing  are  the  student’s  responsibility. 

Some  scholarship  aid  to  cover  the  cost  of  board  and  room  is  avail¬ 
able.  It  is  awarded  to  applicants  who  wish  to  undertake  minor  work 
assignments  which  do  not  interfere  with  studying. 

As  the  membership  in  the  class  is  limited  in  number,  persons  wish¬ 
ing  to  enter  should  make  early  application,  addressing  letters  of  inquiry 
to  the  Principal.

REPORT  OF  THE  CLARENCE  W.  BARRON 
RESEARCH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation: 

Submitted  below  are  condensed  versions  of  the  annual  reports  of 
the  three  divisions  of  the  Research  Department:  the  Division  of  Experi¬ 
mental  Phonetics,  the  Division  Concerning  Heredity  of  Deafness,  and 
the  Division  of  Psychology.  Full  reports  are  available  for  distribution 
upon  request  to  those  interested.

The  major  work  of  this  division  consisted  of  the  continuation  of 
the  study  in  binaural  hearing.  The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  or  not  binaural  hearing  equipment  is  superior  to  monaural 
equipment  in  the  daily  classroom  instruction  of  children  with  hearing 
impairment.  By  the  end  of  the  current  school  year  we  shall  have  data 
concerning  this  problem  on  two  experimental  groups  gathered  over  a 
four-year  period.  As  stated  in  an  earlier  report,  the  experimental  group 
is  composed  of  two  classes  of  eight  children  each.  One  of  these  was 
starting  its  third  year  in  the  regular  Lower  School,  ages  7  to  8  years; 
the  other  section  of  the  experimental  group  had  completed  the  5th  year 
in  the  Lower  School  and  was  entering  the  first  year  of  the  Middle 
School  program,  ages  9  to  10.  Both  experimental  classes  spent  the 
entire  day  in  classrooms  equipped  with  binaural  group  hearing  aids. 

Comparisons  were  made  annually  on  the  experimental  and  control 
groups  by  means  of  a  testing  program  designed  to  test  small  children 
for  speech  intelligibility  and  speech  perception.  Standardized  reading 
tests  were  also  given. 

Tests  of  speech  intelligibility  were  given  by  which  samples  of 
spontaneous  speech  were  obtained  from  the  experimental  and  control 
groups  by  the  method  of  presenting  simple  pictures  and  encouraging 
the  children  to  "talk  about"  the  pictures.  Tape  recordings  were  made 
of  the  children's  spontaneous  speech.  These  speech  samples  were  later 
analyzed  by  six  listeners  for  intelligibility,  voice  quality,  errors  of  articu¬ 
lation,  phrasing,  and  fluency.  The  scores  and  ratings  prove  to  be  reli¬ 
able  by  the  test-retest  method. 

The  speech  perception  tests  for  the  older  children  were  based  on 
a  list  of  phonetically  balanced  words  which  were  familiar  to  them. 
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These  tests1  have  been  described.  They  are  the  standard  PBF  lists 
used  for  speech  perception  testing.  The  younger  children,  because  of 
their  educational  level,  were  unable  to  take  this  form  of  the  test.  For 
tests  of  their  speech  perception,  the  multiple-choice  test  developed  for 
young  deaf  children  by  Miss  Quick2  in  this  laboratory  were  used. 

Concerning  Heredity  of  Deafness 

This  year’s  work  has  consisted  chiefly  of  becoming  acquainted  with 

essential  records  and  routines  that  have  been  gathered  and  developed 
over  the  past  years.  Histories  of  the  twenty  new  pupils  admitted  this 
fall  have  already  been  opened.  Additional  familial  information  has 
been  added  to  those  histories  started  in  previous  years. 

Deafness  among  our  entering  students  may  be  attributed  to  the 
following  causes:  (a)  Fleredity:  Three  children  fall  in  this  category. 
All  have  hearing  parents  but  some  members  in  their  families  are  deaf, 
(b)  Rh  incompatability:  Five  children  are  Rh  babies.  Some  have  rela¬ 
tives  with  histories  of  ear  infections  or  impairments;  (c)  Maternal 
rubella  and  severe  virus  infections  during  the  first  trimester  of  preg¬ 
nancy  appear  in  the  pre-natal  histories  of  four  children;  (d)  One  child 
was  born  8  weeks  prematurely;  (e)  Another  child  endured  a  long  and 
difficult  birth;  (f)  Six  children  are  thought  to  be  congenitally  deaf, 
cause  unknown.  Four  of  these  children  have  relatives  who  have 
suffered  abnormal  ear  conditions. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  Anatomy  and  another  on  Auditory  Func¬ 
tion  and  Its  Relation  to  the  Educational  Program  were  given  to  the 
Teacher  Training  Class. 

All  the  children  were  given  audiometer  tests  twice  during  the 
year.  The  new  children  and  special  cases  were  tested  as  often  as  neces¬ 
sary  to  obtain  a  reliable  estimate  of  their  residual  hearing.  Children 
who  failed  their  public  school’s  screening  test  and  children  and  adults 
sent  by  doctors,  teachers,  and  social  workers  were  tested  for  hearing 
assessment  and  advice  on  obtaining  hearing  aids. 

Immunization  coverage  (DPT,  Salk,  Polio,  and  Tetanus)  was 
continued  as  in  the  past.  At  parental  request  some  children  were  given 
fluoride  tablets  each  day  for  the  reduction  of  tooth  decay.

We  are  still  actively  seeking  a  competent  person  who  will  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  making  a  critical  analysis  of  the  genetic  material  that  has  been 
accumulating  in  our  files  during  the  last  thirty  years,  and  which  may 
become  a  relatively  valuable  source  of  information  in  the  area  of 
human  genetics. 

Division  of  Psychology 

This  section  deals  briefly  with  three  completed  research  studies. 
The  first  study  is  concerned  with  concept  attainment  abilities  of  matched 
deaf  and  hearing  adolescents,  carried  out  by  Solis  L.  Kates,  Lee  Yudin, 
and  Ronald  Tiffany.  The  most  important  conclusion  is  that  apparently 
the  factor  of  deafness  seems  to  have  very  little  effect  upon  the  ability 
to  attain  concepts  where  perceptual  attributes  define  membership  within 
the  concepts. 

The  second  study  deals  with  the  categorization  (thinking)  and 
verbalization  processes  of  matched  deaf  and  hearing  adolescents,  com¬ 
pleted  by  Solis  L.  Kates,  William  W.  Kates,  and  James  Michael.  This 
study  replicated  one  published  previously  in  the  Journal  of  Educational 
Psychology,  1961,  52,  188-194,  entitled  "Categorization  and  Related 
Verbalizations  in  Deaf  and  Hearing  Adolescents.”  These  results,  — 
of  the  current  and  published  studies,  —  indicate  that  deaf  and  hearing 
subjects  perform  equally  well  when  categorization  behavior  (thinking) 
is  studied  independently  of  verbalization.  Furthermore,  the  deaf  ado¬ 
lescents  have  more  inadequate  verbalizations  when  compared  with  hear¬ 
ing  adolescents  of  similar  age.  However,  when  the  effects  of  more 
advanced  schooling  achievement  are  eliminated,  deaf  subjects  do  not 
differ  from  their  matched  hearing  adolescents. 

The  third  study  is  an  investigation  of  the  categorization  and  verbal¬ 
ization  processes  of  deaf  and  hearing  subjects  and  was  completed  by 
Solis  L.  Kates,  William  W.  Kates,  and  James  Michael.  It  was  found 
that  the  deaf  and  hearing  adults,  matched  on  I.  Q.,  and  occupational 
level,  do  not  differ  in  categorization  abilities,  in  verbalization  abilities 
and  in  the  conceptual  level  of  the  verbalizations  used  in  categorizing 
objects.  Deaf  and  hearing  adults  are  about  equivalent  when  ordering 
and  describing  events  and  objects  on  the  same  level  of  difficulty  as 
represented  by  the  testing  instruments.  This  third  research  study  will 
be  published  by  the  American  Psychological  Association  as  a  Psycho¬ 
logical  Monograph  late  in  1962  or  early  in  1963.

THE  CENTENNIAL  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 


To  Members  of  the  Corporation : 

The  past  year  has  seen  continued  progress  as  we  move  toward  our 
goal  in  the  Centennial  Development  Program.  None  of  this  growth 
could  have  been  accomplished  were  it  not  for  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  Board  of  Corporators,  the  Development  Committee,  the  Develop¬ 
ment  Council,  parents,  alumni,  and  staff  of  Clarke  School. 

The  Development  Fund 

The  total  amount  of  $1,200,506  in  the  development  fund  to  date 
represents  an  increase  of  nearly  $87,000  over  last  year.  Over  nine 
hundred  contributions  from  individuals,  groups,  corporations,  and  foun¬ 
dations  have  been  received  during  this  period. 

Sixty-nine  foundations  were  contacted  during  the  year,  most  of 
them  small  family  foundations.  Forty-four  appeals  for  financial 
support  were  submitted  to  the  various  boards.  Of  these,  twenty-four 
were  refused,  eleven  are  still  pending,  and  nine  have  received  favor¬ 
able  consideration.  Those  foundations  which  made  grants  to  Clarke 
School  were  the  Knapp  Foundation,  the  Ziskind  Trust,  the  Fuller 
Foundation,  the  Walter  Scott  Foundation,  the  Babson-Webber-Mustard 
Fund,  the  Stop  and  Shop  Foundation,  and  three  foundations  which  re¬ 
quested  anonymity.  Two  grants  were  received  from  the  Office  of  Voca¬ 
tional  Rehabilitation  for  research  projects. 

Special  Contributions 

During  the  year,  notable  gifts  were  made  by  Mr.  E.  O.  Koll- 
morgen,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winthrop  S.  Dakin,  Mr.  Jacob  L.  Barowsky, 
Mrs.  Joseph  F.  Taylor,  Miss  Matilda  Heydt,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  A.  Waite, 
Sr.,  the  Quota  Clubs  of  Springfield,  Providence,  and  Cleveland;  Zonta 
Clubs  of  Holyoke  and  Northampton;  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  Northampton;  Sprague  Electric  Company;  the  National  Society 
of  New  England  Women;  the  Betty  Allen  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution;  the  Northampton  National  Bank.  Bequests  were 
received  from  the  estates  of  the  late  Angeline  M.  Conant,  Judge  Walter 
L.  Stevens,  Mrs.  Edith  Scott  Magna,  and  Mrs.  Mabel  C.  Ritter. 

Memorial  gifts  in  honor  of  friends  or  relatives  continue  to  be  re¬ 
ceived.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  contributions  made  to 
the  development  program  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Edith  Scott  Magna 
($1,884),  and  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Winding  ($500),  among  others. 
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The  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf  will  welcome  inquiries  concern¬ 
ing  gift  opportunities.  For  those  wishing  to  become  part  of  this  service 
to  the  handicapped,  there  are  several  methods  of  participating.  Federal 
and  state  tax  laws  are  designed  to  encourage  giving  through  ample 
deductions  from  gross  income.  Memorial  gifts  are  particularly  wel¬ 
comed.  The  transfer  of  securities  or  property,  family  foundation  gifts, 
trust  agreements,  and  bequests  are  some  of  the  avenues  for  giving  that 
will  ultimately  be  reflected  in  the  lives  of  deaf  children  for  whom 
Clarke  School  is  opening  the  world  of  hearing  people. 

Parents  and  Alumni 

The  dedication  and  support  of  our  alumni  and  parents  continues 
to  be  a  source  of  inspiration  and  encouragement.  The  Development 
Committee  is  indeed  grateful  for  their  interest. 

Throughout  the  past  year,  parents  have  been  responsible  for  con¬ 
tributions  totalling  over  $6,400.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Adam  subscribed 
the  purchase  price  of  an  electric  scoreboard  for  the  Physical  Education 
Center.  The  gift  was  in  memory  of  their  son,  the  late  George  Adam 
(’37),  who  was  an  outstanding  athlete.  On  Commencement  Day,  an¬ 
other  of  our  parents  donated  the  cost  of  a  complete  heating  and  venti¬ 
lating  unit  for  the  proposed  Center.  The  sale  of  the  recently  designed 
crests  netted  the  development  fund  $70,  while  over  $200  was  received 
from  the  sale  of  chances  on  the  afghan  so  generously  provided  by  Mrs. 
Jenett  Adams  of  Holyoke. 

The  alumni  have  also  been  active  in  securing  additional  financial 
support  for  Clarke  School.  Through  their  efforts,  approximately  $2,500 
has  been  raised.  Several  projects  were  undertaken  by  the  Alumni 
Association,  the  Mohawk  Oral  Club,  Miss  Elizabeth  White,  and  Mr. 
Percy  Strader  with  the  proceeds  benefiting  the  school. 

The  Development  Council 

In  December  I960,  the  Development  Council  met  for  the  first 
time.  The  Council,  composed  of  seventeen  members,  is  a  new  unit  of 
the  development  program  which  now  consists  of  the  Development  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  National  Committee  of  Sponsors.  Its  function  will  be 
to  assist  in  the  school’s  development  and  public  relations  activities  by 
helping  to  interpret  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  school  and  by  gain¬ 
ing  the  interest  and  support  of  the  general  public.  Two  other  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Council  were  held  in  March  and  June. 
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Clarke  School  Films 

Our  films,  "Susan’s  Wonderful  Adventure"  and  "They  Do  Not 
Walk  Alone,"  are  still  being  requested  by  organizations  throughout 
the  world.  "Susan"  received  117  bookings,  while  "They  Do  Not 
Walk  Alone"  was  scheduled  for  106  showings.  During  the  past 
twelve  months,  the  films  were  shown  in  six  foreign  countries.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  films  were  used  to  accompany  talks  given  by  Mr.  Knittle 
before  46  clubs,  organizations  and  foundations  in  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  and  Washington,  D.  C.  All  requests 
for  the  films  should  be  directed  to  the  Development  Office. 

Exhibits  and  Displays 

In  September,  thousands  of  people  visited  the  Clarke  School  ex¬ 
hibit  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition.  Through  the  use  of  our  films, 
photographs  and  printed  material,  the  program  of  the  school  was  de¬ 
scribed  to  the  public.  In  addition,  various  types  of  hearing  aids,  rang¬ 
ing  from  those  used  in  the  1700’s  to  the  most  modern  ones,  were  dis¬ 
played.  Spectators  were  able  to  listen  to  the  movie  or  to  a  recorded 
message  through  the  same  kind  of  headsets  used  in  our  classrooms. 
This  proved  to  be  quite  an  attraction.  Forty  parents,  alumni,  and  staff 
members  worked  with  Mr.  Knittle  in  providing  coverage  of  the  booth 
for  the  nine  days  of  the  show. 

A  special  word  of  appreciation  is  due  Mrs.  Katherine  Ducharme, 
president  of  the  Alumni  Association,  and  Mr.  Alexander  J.  Benjamin 
of  our  parents’  organization,  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  obtain 
volunteers  for  this  project. 

A  similar,  although  less  elaborate  display  was  used  by  the  Clarke 
School  at  the  Holyoke  Junior  League  "Country  Fair"  in  June.  Both  of 
these  exhibits  provided  an  excellent  opportunity  to  acquaint  the  general 
public  with  some  of  the  problems  involved  in  the  education  of  the  deaf 
and  to  gain  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school. 

Christmas  Cards  and  Calendars 

During  the  early  part  of  December,  about  6500  Christmas  greet¬ 
ings  were  mailed  to  parents,  alumni,  and  friends  of  Clarke  School.  At 
that  time  it  was  suggested  that  a  contest  be  held,  open  to  Clarke  School 
students,  for  designing  the  cover  of  the  1961  card.  The  contest 
was  held  and  on  Honor’s  Day  in  June,  the  cover  created  by  Miss 
Joanne  Fortune  of  our  Upper  School  was  declared  the  winner.  Her 
card  is  now  being  printed  for  mailing  this  Christmas. 
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In  July,  envelopes  for  the  school  calendars  were  addressed,  and 
upon  delivery  of  the  calendars,  they  were  stuffed  and  made  ready  for 
mailing  in  August,  with  the  volunteer  help  of  about  eighteen  friends. 

Activities  of  the  General  Chairman 

Since  accepting  the  General  Chairmanship  of  the  Centennial  De¬ 
velopment  Program,  I  have  been  kept  busy  attending  conferences  and 
conventions,  retaining  some  of  the  relationships  developed  under  my 
predecessor,  the  late  Mrs.  Russell  W.  Magna.  In  March,  I  attended 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  at  Boston;  also,  in  October,  I  attended  this  organization’s 
Fall  Conference  at  Chicopee.  In  April,  I  was  a  guest  at  the  home¬ 
coming  banquet  of  the  Clarke  School  Alumni  Association  and  attended 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Society,  Daughters  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Revolution,  in  Washington.  In  May,  I  attended  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  in  Swamp- 
scott;  the  annual  meeting  in  Dearborn,  Michigan,  of  the  National  So¬ 
ciety  of  New  England  Women;  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  at  Miami  Beach. 

Early  in  the  spring,  your  chairman  was  honored  by  election  to 
membership  on  the  Clarke  School  Board  of  Corporators;  also  by 
appointment  as  National  Chairman  of  the  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf 
Committee  of  the  National  Society  of  New  England  Women,  to  succeed 
Mrs.  Magna.
